as a result of their conference the 
army in times of peace will nnm 
ber 631,000. TMa, of cowrse. in , 
eludes the militia of the various 
States which will rapidly be 
b> ought up to an e$cient fighting 
nnit. Under the proriakiaa of the 
bill the standing army caa aever 
fall below 160,000 and may be in- 
creased to 175000 in times of peace. 
This does not include 3i,ooo mem- 
bersof the qasteraaater corps, 
the medical corps, aad Philippine 
scouts, and other unassigned re- 
cruits, so that the new army will 
in fact anmber 206.659, with aa 
expsasiea proviaoa that wOl aUow 
it to go UT as high as 254.000 in 
time of war. The bill includes 
all that the big army contingent 
a^'ked foreze^ the **Fadeial Re- 
ser\ e" feature. It providea for a 
national guard of 425,ooo men, on 
a basis of 800 men to each con- 
grm sto asl district ia the ooaatry. 
Two of the mosr 

nres in the bill are the provisions 
for a vocational training for the 
regular army and :k>,ooo,ooo for 
theerecthia aad openttioa ofiri- 
trate plants. The nitrate plants 
will mean untold wealth to the 
country in the shape of furnishing 
an abnndaat snply ol nitrate for 
tertiiizer for the broad arraa ia 
this land at a sum ttiat will be in- 
viting to every farmer to pur- 
chase. Of course the output of 
theae plana wHIha aaad tar the 
manufactnra of mnnitioaa in 
times of war.

Thej 
ay they are convinced cA the geu>.- 
.al public's* <onfldence in the horse 
. ense. the insi;.;ht and the fairness of 
li.e .Miiericaii farmer, and that, there 
fore, his intiuence must be powerful 
High Wages New Paid 

They are dwellini; especialh on the 
ar.^umeni that the freif;ht tiainnien 
itiready are the hi.^liesi paid laborers 
in the world. They submit figures to 
show that in many Instances freight 
ra!ii em;il()yep.- earn Ucm $7.>.00 a 
.iionMi lor the trainmen, or "brake- 
'iian" as they used to be called, to 
S^.'io.oo a month for engineers, work- 
inig from it to 25 days a numtb. 
They ate asking tarniers lo inquire 
into the facts ami convince them- 
sel\es iliat most of tba talk of ex- 
i«ssive hours of lal>or on railways is 
empty and contradicted by the facts. 

-More I hall sir.teen hours of con'iiui 
ous work in railway service is for 
bidden by law. The instances of 
men kept on duty so long as sixeen 
hours are a very small fractional per- 
(eiitai;e of the total employment; 
ihe> become less eveiy >ear. and al- 
most iBTariaUy are due to accident 
or some unusual weather conditions. 

The managers of the railway com- 
panies point out that tlie 
I'armer, himself accustomed to 
from twelve to fourteen hours 
a day of steady work and 
:-arely earns in a year as much cash 
money as a Trainman on duty from 
ten to t^^elve liours. and never con- 
'inuously at work, can caMi. i> - nii; 
from labor from one-fourth lu one 
third of his time. In the south it is 
a familiar ma.xim that "ii takes thir- 
teen months to make a cotton crop." 
The man who raises ten tales of <oi- 
ton gets for it in money from $45t).ou 
to $500.0<t, and from this must pay 
his living expenses, fertili/er bills 
and labor. The trainmen aie said 
to average $joit.i n a year, this being 
;he estimate of the Brotherhood lead- 
ers themselves, and the engineei« 
• iraw from $!.."■'<'. no to $L',r>iiii.iiii a 
^ear, tlie conductors and firemen 
-.^arniag wages l:etween thoae oC tha 
trainmen and engineers. 

Farmer Vitally Interested 

Aside from the question of justice, 
it is pointed out that the farmer's 
direct interest In the matter is that 

his weltare doaands freight traffic 
.idequaie to the needs of the country, 
and that whatever injures the rail- 
roads or hampers their opeialion or 
prevents their development is a direct 

i(i.jury to him. If the trouble should 
develop a general strike of the freight 
train employees, resulting in a tie- 
up of traffic, the farmer would be un- 
able to ship out what he raises or 
IO get in what he wants. He will be 
asked to consider whether the rail- 
roads shoold be erip^ad hy h^ng 
compelled to pay 25 per cent increase 
In wages to men already receiving 
far more than the average iirosper- 
ous farmer, with resulting injury to 
the fhrmer Umaelf — aad If the rail- 
roads are compelled to grant the in- 
crease and have to raise their freight 
rates, the farmer will have to pay a 
big part of the increase.

That is on the ques- 
tion of a strike. 

Declau^ations have coma from every 
quarter that an interraptlon of tracs- 

portation will not be tolerated by the 
public, but will call foitn drastic ac- 
Uon. The eaoncous injury to the 
country that wooid result from a aa- 
tion-wlde strike of train service em- 
ployes is discussed uy a v. .-iier iu 
the .March .National Aia^a^iue, iiom 
which the following extract is taken: 
What such a strike would mean to 
tile .American ptople canuot Le set 
rorth in mere fac.s and tigures. li 
can be dimly imagined by tliose who 
;-eali/e wliai an intimate and vital 
part rail'Aav transportation piays lu 
-very industrial activiiv of tin' coun- 
try. 

There is scarcely a person ii; any 
part of tbe land who wouni hoi te 
uimediately affected if the millions 
of busily turning wheels or. our 
iiearl\ three hundred thousand miles 
of railway were to stop for a siimle 
aay. if the tie-up continued for a 
week, the blow to the industry of 
the country would l>e greater than 
that caused by any panic of rece:ii 
history. To the big cities of the couii- 
ry, and particularly to the dtles of 
lie eastern seaboard it would mean 
a catting off of the food supplies that 
would place Ihe inhabitants virtnaliy 
in a state of sieiip. In the case of 
many food products these cities do 
not carry on hand a stock sufticieni 
to feed their people for more than a 
week, and in the case of some, such 
a/! milk and fresh vegetables, supplies 
■ re rejileiiished daily. The sioppaue j 
♦;' transportatioi^ therefore, would 
mean suffering and want to these city i 
dwellers, and if continued for lorn; 
would threaten many of them with 
actual SI ;i i vai mil. 

To Ihe farmers of the countr>' a 
general railroad strike woulil lie a 
catastrophe, only less serious. Cut 
off from his market, the farmer could 
not move his produce, and ibe price 
of grain and other staples would be 
riuickly cat in two, which the market 
value of more perishable articles 
would disappear .^tirely. The great 
industrial plants of the country- would 
soon Le forced to close down follow- 
inK the declaration of a strike he- 
cause the.\ could not olitaln supp'ip^ 
needed for their oiieraiion. nor could 
they ship their tiiiished products to 
market Tlieir plants would soon be 
idle, ard millions of men wtuild be 
ihrown out of work. With the in- 
come of practically every class of 
citizens either -seriously cut down or 
suspended entirely, merchants would 
transact little business, because there 
would be few purchasers. In short, 
the Industrial activities of the whole 
count rv would be virtually palsied 
front the moment tha railroads eaas- 
ed to operate.

1 vigorously, seems to have resulter 
' a rapid decrease in accidents ti 
lilroad employees, and a decided in 
rease li| thtfr safety. The numbe' 
f railway amployeea killed in ser 
'ce diminished from 620 ia 1911 t( 
52 in 1914. and the numbar of In 
•tred from 6€01 to 4823. 




Washington, D. C— To the public 
that pays every dollar of the railroad 
bill (and forty-five tents of every dol- 
lar paid for transportation is for 
wages) the leaders of the four 
brotherhoods of railway employees, 
who are demanding increased pay, 
say: "All the railroads have to do 
to meet our demanda for hitfm* 
wages is to shorten their trains, move 
freight more rapidly, and escape the 

penalt\ of overtime v.at;es. " 

The fallacy of this statement, which 
is the last-ditch arganent tned in 
support of the demand for increased 
wages, is well shown in the following 
editorial which aiipeared in the 
\\ a.-jhiugion, D. C. Times of April 19, 
under the headiag "A Mad FYeight 
Train Idea:" 

"Everybody in tha ranks of the 
general public will agree with the 
railway managera that the campaign 
w^hich the railway workers are wag- 
ing, particularly in the west, for short- 
er train?, while at the same time de- 
mandins' hmher pay and fewer hours 
of work, is of all possible claims the 
most preposterous. Indeed, in econom- 
ics it is an ideal little shon of mad. 

"The railroads have spent hun- 
dreds of milions of dollars lowerini; 
srades, eliminating; sharp curves, 
i.aliasting roadbeds and putting in 
;ieavy rails, so that powerful loco- 
motives, larger cars, and lon.sjer train-; 
could be bandied in one movemen 
!f this objetrt had not been achiev.-d 
railway wages never could have been 
advanced lo the point at which they 
already have arrived and trafhc rates 
ne\er could have been held down 
where they are today withort the 
vhole railroad system of the Initial 
•Elates beinir made a financial wreck. 

■■.\ny child can see that if. after 
he principal railroads of the coun- 
try have been reconstructed to haul 
• he heavier tonnage in mass, you ct t 
every freinht train in half, tfie cost 
'f operation must be increased stu- 
tendottsly, with two locomotives 
>vbere one now does, with two en.i;i- 
lems where one bow does, with two 
iremen' where one now does, with 
wo conductors where one now does, 
>ith virttially two whole train crews 
vhere one now does, not to si eak of 
'he new equipment and the new re - 
iiiiial facilities that would he needed.
